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Following complaints about the size 
of the temporary ticket office-and- 
passenger-shelter on Narberth's in- 
bound track, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road is said to have decided to give 
the borough a larger station. 

It will consist of an annex on the 
east end, extending— so go the reports 
—anywhere from 30 to 15 feet. The 
width will be as narrow as at present. 
The structure is to be of frame, of 
the same type as the existing. 

The stoves will be replaced by radi- 
ators, which will be heated by a 
furnace to be installed in a cellar. 
The steps just east of the station will 
make way for the addition, and will 
be placed west of the present building. 

Work is expected to begin shortly. 
No plans have been made — so 'tis said 
— to dispose of the vacated station on 
the north side. 

The ticket rack behind the ticket 
window has recently been replaced 
by a new one. The old rack was as 
old as the station on the out-bound 
side, which is at least GO years of age, 
and which originally was called Elm 
Station.

Saving Offered by 

Contractors 



DECIDED ON WEDNESDAY 



Borough Council at a special meet- 
ing Wednesday night, postponed from 
last Friday, decided to turn down 
slightly lower bids of contractors and 
continue the hiring of Narberth labor- 
ers to haul ashes and trash from 
homes here. 

Factors in the decision : 

1. Borough laborers seem to have 
ceased their demand, made in October, 
for less work and more pay. 

2. Private contractors, whose bids 
were asked when the workmen pre- 
sented their petition, were not able 
to offer a saving "sufficient to justify 
making the change" — especially in 
view of the fact that outside con- 
tractors could not be counted on for 
service in emergencies. 

3. There's a human factor to be 
considered. (See editorial.) 

And so six or seven Narberth 
workmen will continue to have em- 
ployment, this Christmas and here- 
after. The report approved Wednes- 
day, signed by Councilmen Kaeber, 
Wood and Durbin, follows: 

". . . We have given careful con- 
sideration to the petition for increased 
wages and changes in working hours 
which was addressed to Council in the 
form of a petition by six of the Bor- 
ough laborers on October 7. It is our 
conclusion and recommendation that in 
view of the permanency of the work 
and the wages which we provide, and 
the fact that they are comparable to 
those which prevail in the surround- 
ing area for similar work, no change 
should be made at the present time.

"Neither sanctions against Japan 
nor withdrawal of Americans from 
her territory can keep America from 
being catapulted soon with the rest of 
the world into war which will arise 
from the Far Eastern situation," de- 
clared Dr. Harry Emerson Wildes, 
author and authority on world eco- 
nomics, before the fifty members of 
the group on Literature and Interna- 
tional Relations of the Women's 
Community Club of Narberth Tuesday 
at the home of Mrs. Ralph Heath, 

"President Roosevelt demanded 
that Japan state her conception of the 
rights of Americans in China and 
what Japan seeks in China, and when 
Japan answers, as she has never done 
before, I am convinced that England 
and the United States will lose their 
reluctance to go to war against her 
and then we shall wade through tears. 
But I see no way to avert it" said 
Dr. Wildes. 

Our President signed the death 
sentence of the present Japanese gov- 
ernment when he crossed "suggested" 
from his note to the Emperor and 
substituted "requested." It means 
that the old militarist group now in 
power will be forced to state its po- 
sition and will thereby lose face. That 
will give the modern Industrialist 
group the chance to rise. Japan can- 
not back down without a revolution. 

Dr. Wildes feels that a boycott of 
Japanese goods would not be of much 
help, that if we refuse to sell Japan 
cotton she will get it from China and 
Ethiopia, and iron from the Northern 
Chinese provinces she has already 
taken. Dr. Wildes has been a profes- 
sor of social sciences in Keio Uni- 
versity at Tokyo and written several 
books on Japan. "Aliens in the Far 
East" was published this year. 

Also an authority on books, Dr. 
Wildes made them his chief subject 
of address. He recommended for seri- 
ous reading "Imperial City" by El- 
mer Rice, drama critic, New York 
City, concentrated to an amazing de- 
gree; "Saga of American Society" by 
Wechter, history from the social 
standpoint; "The Final Choice" by 
Stephen and Joan Rauschenbush, the 
situation today analyzed by two social- 
ists who feel we must fight or lose our 
manhood.

pecially to those who are unfortunate. ! 
:lf it ever could have been admitted I 
that there was any weight to that j 
argument of weariness, and that there j 
was any time when people could, 
be relieved of their humane responsi-| 
bilities, Dickens never could orj 
would have written his "Christmas j 
Carol" with Tiny Tim portrayed as| 
he was. The world would have been 
that much poorer. 

The sentimental glow with which 
Dickens clothed his narrative has be- 
come tarnished and faded with the 
i passage of 100 Christmas seasons 
j since it was written. There is a bet- 
| ter social consciousness now — a rec- 
! ognition that poverty and disease are 
'challenges to the intelligence, even 
| more than to the sentiment, of mod- 
| em people who have comfortable cir- 
i cumstances. It begins to look as 
though the time might come when 
there would be no longer any very 
rich persons nor very poor ones, but 
that will not settle all social prob- 
lems nor relieve comfortable people 
of the necessity of being concerned 
regarding those who are uncomfort- 
able. 

Death and disease will still stalk 
abroad in that new 100 per cent mid-; 
die-class time, the same as they doi 
today, and all the best knowledge of I 
medical science and all the expertnessj 
of social service will be required to! 
combat them, just as is emphatically | 
the case now when the poor arc still ■ 
with us and the rich walk humbly and j 
pay big taxes. j 

In spite of all that is being done: 
by government relief and by char-j 
itable foundations, it is just as neces- ! 
I sary now, as it was when Dickens j 
i wrote, for people of good will to ex- j 
; tend their Christmas sentiments be- j 
! yond the circle of their own families 
! and friends. Fortunately, better 
methods are now available for the 
! relief of sufferers and the one which 
: is particularly connected with Christ- 
' mas is the Tuberculosis Christmas 
I Seal. If those Seals were not in- 
! eluded among your Christinas pur- 
: chases, your list was not complete 
because, whether you know it or not, 
there are on your list many unfor- 
tunate people who are actual or 
threatened victims of tuberculosis, and 
who look to you for an annual as- 
surance of that safeguard and pro- 
tection which modern medical knowl- 
edge and trained social service alone 
can give.

"In this connection, however, we 
would like to refer to the incoming 
Highway Committee the desirability 
of keeping this problem in mind and 
of endeavoring, if it seems wise, to 
work out some method by which our 
men can increase their earned in- 
come by accomplishing more in any 
given length of time. We are not 
positive that such a 'bonus' plan can 
feasibly be applied to the Borough 
situation, but we think that the pos- 
sibilities of it should be thoroughly 
explored. 

"In connection with the petition of 
the Borough laborers, and by author- 
ization of Council, we obtained bids 
from private contractors for taking 
over the work of collecting ashes and 
rubbish and cleaning the streets. We 
received four separate bids from re- 
sponsible concerns and have compared 
those figures with a detailed analysis 
of the Borough costs. That study and 
comparison reveal that, though there 
might be a slight saving in turning 
those matters over to a private con- 
tractor, that saving would not be suf- 
ficient to justify making the change 
because it would deprive the Borough 
of men and ultimately of equipment, 
which are constantly used in the serv- 
ice of the people of Narberth, espe- 
cially in emergencies. 

"We therefore recommend that all 
of the bids be rejected; that the cer- 
tified checks be returned to each bid- 
der with a letter from the secretary 
conveying this decision and thanking 
the bidder for his good faith."

Julius Zieget, president of the Board, 
and other commissioners, is in no way 
connected with the project, was most 
vehement in her statements. She 
charged the Board with using politics 
and said their attitude was of the type 
that drives people into Communism. 

During the discussion, Colonel Er- 
skine Bains, head of the Police and 
Fire Committee, asked Mrs. White if 
only Lower Merion residents would 
be employed on the project and was 
given an affirmative answer. Some 
time ago, the township learned that of 
90 persons working at the Moose Hall, 
Bryn Mawr, location, more than half 
were from Norristown, Conshohocken 
and other places outside Lower 
Merion. 

Charges of politics, in fact, were 
made by both the delegation and the 
commissioners. Mr. Zieget stated that 
the Board had been willing to renew
